The development of parapsychology in th* ‘J,$.S.R. after tn© 
?«orld far II was parallel with the partial weakening of the political 
oppression in the country in late fifties. It started with bold .pub- 
lications of professor L.L.Vaailiev /at first a few popular articles 
in magazines by which Vaalliev probed the situation/ which were 

followed by a' hook by B.B.Kazhinoky , 'Biological Radioeoi.. ic&tion". 

Three books by L.L.Vaailiev were published soon after. urdc. All Chet© 
publications made Russian public acquainted with older researches 
by B.B.Kazhinsky /with V.L.DurOv and |^ta doge/, L.L.Vboiliev /tele- 
pathic hypnosis/ , and with.;|o»e etfaer leas significant 
explorations, e.g. that by S.Ya.Turlygin /whose pupil is B.I.iiirta/ 
or, by L. A. Vodolazsky /with whom recently worked K.E.hauaov/, etc. 

This was the stimulus to a further development which proceeded 
along these lines; 

1/ Organizing activity; The establishment of a research group at the 
University of Leningrad /Vaailiev/, and than constituting as active 
group in Moscow /thanks to the initiative of Kauuov/. 

2/ Popularization activity /to a great degree thanks to Kamov and 
his cooperators/. 

3/ Philosophical and theoretical apology of parapsychc logy. Efforts 
to justify parapsychoiogical research while using arguments from 
the sphere of thinking of dialectical materialism /E.T.Paddeev, V.P. 
Tugarinov, I. il. Kogan/.

the soviet rdgirne. This time, after he already gained a certain po- 
sition and popularity in the U.S.S.R, and when he expects that he 
will have the possibility of a further prosperous work under soviet 
rdgime, he did not say a single word against the communist regime - 
- to the contrary, he even behaved in such a way that I myself did 
notjdare to make allusion to hia political attitude. In Jiscuisione 
with otner Russian scientists I could feel the wish /difficult to 
say whether sincerely ment, or dictated by political necessity/ to 
establish a kind of union of parapsychologists from communist count- 
ries, in which parapsychologists from the U.S.S.R.' and* Rast-SurOSbtai:- 
countries would cooperate.

/2/ The second condition ia tho sufficient financing of re- 
search. All investments in research in the U.S.S.R. come from state 
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of the ueofulna#* of investment^' ih|d p«pt^*or-i-o , 

who manage research money at-e to pro- 

EOta practical trend 3 in research, or scientists workifif in acknow- 
ledged branches of scienco; since the means to bo invested in re- 
search are limited, it is conceivable that these scientists 'will 
promote mainly their own fields or, still mor. likely, inej*p own 
topics of research. In addition to that, It is in the c::e of the 
situation - on the background of the rigid state-discipline they 
are subjected to - that these persons will necessarily always hesit- 
ate to support new ideas /unless they receive the order to do so/, 
since this makes- them more vulnerable by criticisms and thus under- 
mines indirectly their own position* In the atmosj'.ere *. .re every- 
body watches for another's mistakes, 5a. sahsMS every private initi- 
ative dangerous*. 

Thus, from the point of view of financing the research, Busaian 
parapsychologists work on three levels:

Their research jia not 
called "parapsychology" /so as to designate it as a new separate 
branch of science/,, but they work on problems that belong to the

A special commentary should be cade on the question of tbo 
" secret research " in the U.S.S.S. Everybody who wests Jiusuien sci- 
entists is surprised by their lack of communicativeness When they 
apeak about their work. There are several reasons for it: 

/a/ One self-evident reason could be the natural roluct&nc# 
of a scientist to speak about ttte results of' his work before final 
conclusions are carefully drawn*: 

/b/ But the reticence of Russian acientiste has deeper roots. 
It is imposed upon them as a basic duty, as a sign of loyalty to 
the soviet state. The scientist is paid by the state, and it is 
considered self-evident that the results of his work do not belong 

to him but to the state /*** ropraaentad by a few leading personal- 

ities/. He is not allowed, to dispose with them /e.g. , to communi- 
cate or publish them/ without permission* There is a tendency of 
soviet scientists' /imposed 'by state authorities as a duty/ while 
contacting foreign scientists' to. draw as many useful information:; 
as possible, but to tell as little as possible in return. In this 
way, not only positive research achievements are kept in secret, 
but. also difficulties and. fallM|^6» The reasons of this secrecy 
are not in science, and not in the people, but in the political 
background: Thc|scientist is rather a mere instrument for gaining 
knowledge - which knowledge then stands to the disposal of the 
state power, and measures are taken so as to prevent lest anybody 
else makes use of it. 

The state power then uses the scientific knowledge in the 
usual way , in practice, but in addition to that also as a tool 
of political propaganda. Successful results of scientist's work 
/when it is found advantageous to publish them/ are presented as 
if obtained thanks to the soviet rdgime, while the difficulties 
he has to surmount are kept in secret. The whole atmosphere in 
which the scientist works resembles more a military campaign that, 
a quiet peaceful work: The extorted strict discipline, the necessity 
repeatedly to display showy tokens of loyalty towards the state,

It soetnsT in contradiction to what woo roportsd previously , 
that the official and legal establishment of on independent para- 
psychological laboratory in Leningrad hoc not been collated during 

Vasiliev's lifetime, ttirtsswns^ Az a Xittcp of 

fact, already during my former visits to Leningrad, I neve wondered 
why I have never found an inscription on the door indicating the 
existence of the parepaychological laboratory. But this is a -vre 
formality indicating to tho cost that parapsychology hue not beer- 
acknowledged an independent branch of science. The fact is that 
Vasiliev received an official permission of hie superiors to start 
the parapsychological research /in the frame of physiology or higher 
nervous activity/ and that he organized a group of retcarcn workers 
to work on problems of parapsycholog y. This success has -e un- 
achieved at a price of a great personal sacrifice, and the fight 
for parapsychology has brought for Vasiliev many disputes and diffi- 
culties, and has embittered the last years of his lilt. 

During World War II, Vasiliev was entrusted with various re- 
search tasks of military significance, and evidently enjoyed a -ull 
confidence of soviet authorities. According to some informers, ns 
has received a larger sum of money at some time before nis death 
/but not before 1962/ to equip his laboratory. At this time he was 
probably entrusted with definite research tasks in the field o; 
parapsychology /some of which could have been secret already at 
that time/. It seems likely that he had not time to fulfill these 
tasks to tho satisfaction of his superiors. 

Vasiliev's death itself is rather mysterious. He suffered 
from a long-lasting heart disease, he underwent a liver operaticn, 
but this ".os not the cause of his death. Ho recovered irom the 
liver operation, was sent home, but later on he recur;. eu to the 
hospital again for a cold and suspected pneumonia. He was recover- 
ing again, was already to be dismissed, when he died probably croc 
an acute heart attack, lie received a sudden message /nobody tcid 
me which one/ which made him very angry, anejin consequence of a 
heart stroke he died within one hour.

Vasiliev's assistants V. A.Doroahertko end A.I.Tudovkin, It aecms 
that this research has not brought much satisfaction for Vatiliev, 
since Kulagina was -an. adventurer. She was tried for frauds, o :.i it 
was only the admission to psychiatric treats* nt which has saved t .<„ r 
from prison. Vasiliev has protected her, end ho wat convinced that 
Kulagina really had the finger-reading ability, unfortunately, Ao- 
lagina deceived too often, and aha was remarkably inventive it 
finding still new and new ways of cheating. 

During my first visit to Leningrad I was not . Into the 
laboratory. This time, ' I hod a free ncceoc cvoryv/lsor-,; , and could 
freely inspect its equipment. The laboratory is situated in or. 
old building, its equipment is very modest, without the least of 
luxury /lack of space, old-faehioned furniture/, but there is 
a number of apparatus there /though again, not the ..cat modern 
ones/. The present director, professor P. I. Gulyaev, has assured r.e 
that he was satisfied with the equipment as well as with financial 
means which have been given to the disposal of his research. 

After Vasiliev's death, Gulyaev is director of two laborat- 
ories now: /a/ The original Vasiliev's laboratory, called "Laborat- 
ory of basic nervous processes", and /b/ his own laboratory, called 
"Laboratory of biological cybernetics". They are placed beside 
each other on one corridor. 

In the Laboratory of Basic Nervous Processes there work two 
groups of people: Members of one group work on physiological prob- 
lems and ore not interested in parapsychology, while the others 
work on parapeychologicol problems /I was, however, not hhlo to 
find out the theme of their work/. In t he Lr.-bt'rotcr; of aiclc u _cul 
Cybernetics the work goes on on problems which have only borderline 
relation to parapsychology. They are studying electromagnetic ra- 
diation emitted by living organisms or, more precisely, faint 
electrostatic fields surrounding living organisms. According to 
whet F. I. Gulyaev hoc told me, they are fully aware of the fact 
that the electromagnet leal theory is unable to explain telepathy, 
but they ere studying this problem with the ho pa, fi at, that : r. 
explosion could thus be found for at least some crocs of a;;\ rent 
telepathy, and second /and in my opinion mainly/, with the hope 
technically to design new forms of information transfer between 
human body and physical apparatus.

So for instance, rausculpr contractions /eveft os S*3bli ides®otor~ 
ical movements accompanying a acre imagination of a move - ‘.r,t/ give* 
rise to changes in it which could be detected. These chengss in 
the ''electrical aura? 1 represent signals which carry a certain in— 
formation. They can be, first, a basis of some processes of inform- 
ation transfer as they occur in the nature /probably, from evolut- 
ional point of view, of : a rather atavistic nature - communication 
between some fish, insects, etc./, and second, they can have also 
a technical significance. There exietr, for instance, the theoretical, 
possibility that the changes in the aura, initiated by iter, a mental. ; 
activity /for instance these accompanying the thought of some move- 
ment/ could be exploited to exert a distance control over some 
apparatus. On the other hand, also a possibility has been considered 
to register the "electrical aura" of the body or of some organs 
for diagnostic purposes. ’ 

Or, the whole, about 10 persons are engaged with problems 
of or cio-e to parapsychology in both, laboratories mentioned above. 
At the opportunity of my visit there in June ,1957, I was shown an 
experiment in which a sensitive electrode detected electrical im- 
pulses in the excited nerve from the distance of a few centimetres, 
or the changes in the electrical field in the proximity of flying 
insects. The visit to the laboratory and the discussion with its 
staff, however, gave me more questions than answers. Let me point 
out a few striking facts: 

Ir. spite of the evident Vivid interest of all staff members 
in my visit, it was nearly exclusively only the director, P.I. Guly- 
aev, who put questions to me. This indicates the conclusion that 
the questions were prepared on advance, and that the ordinary staff 
members had little freedom in contacting the visiting foreigner; 
this conclusion is further supported by the fact that in spite of 


a cordial welcome I had no opportunity to meet individual at: 


members separately, but instead, the whole discussion was "official" 
in the presence* of the whole group. When the staff members spoke 
about their work, they have mentioned : only the registration of 
electric fields, as if this wore the only thing they were working 
cn. but ir. fact, from the whole staff apparently only twe members 
are working on the registration of electric fields /V.I.iabotir.

A certain inoiaht into two qharactsf of nativity of tu

the quostiona concerned main centers of research, addresses, reapcn- 
ses to Hansel's critique, organisation and financing of poropsycaol- 
ogical research in the West, source e of financial means. On the 
background of those general questions some items were conspicuous 
by their inner significance: 

First, it was the desire to learn as ouch as possible about 
the parapsychological research in China and in USA. Aa concerns 
China, the lack of informations is well understandable, since the 
Chino-Russian conflict is severely felt in the U.S.S.R. 2he research 
in China was barred from the outside, there are no precise inform- 
ations, and yet rumours transpired that parapsychologist-- research 
was rapidly developing in China /perhaps at the Peking u-n.versitj , 
but possibly elsewhere/ at iSao's personal command. Aa concerns OS.:., 
there is the greatest desire to learn how the parapsychological 
research is being financed - especially which projects and to wnat 
degree are or have been financed by military institutions. X have 
also observed that they are very curious to learn whether and to 
what degree parapsychologieal research is incorporated into the 
American space-flight program. In this connection there was a marred 
interest in the work and theories of A.Puharich. From tae methodical 
point of view, there .was the greatest interest in experiments where 
physiological methods were used to detect 33P /e.g., experiments 
with the pie thy smogrophi c ret nod , REi-technique, etc./ • 

Lhat was very striking, however, was a complete 1 sc*l oi 
questions about hypnosis — in spite of the iact that h .-no- is was 
e central point of discussions during my previous visits. Phis is 
strange, since at least two independent informers /one in Lenin- 
grad and one in LoscOw/ have told me that research in hypnosis wsa 
going on in the former Vaeiliev's laboratory in Leningrad.

Besides the ii lications of secret research going on in Le- 
ningrad, I came across test: tnieb that as early as in I960 the 
psychiatrist D.I.Mirba was engaged in secret. parapsychc logical re- 
search. I met him personally at the ocoasionlof my first visit to 
Moscow in 1961. At that time, he made a very conspicuous impression 
by. his'. taciturnity land 'Bertrams reluctance .to i epes»^: jj^ut : >tiis work. 
He did not even tell me the name of the institute where he was 
working. Wher|2irectly asked he answered evasively by saying that 
he had gone over to an another institute recently. Later on, he 
did not answer ,.sy,jlettbfea* At that time, 1 found 'an: explanation for 
auch a behavidb in the supposition that he was In no way enthusi- 
astic to work in parapsychology or, that he was, in .

Yet in my opinion, when we take them as preliminary res — ts, we 
should accept them quite earnestly. On the other hand, tre long-dis- 
tance telepathic experiment Moscow-Leningrad to which publicity 
was given by Naumov, though it was based on the same principle, 
car. be interesting only from the methodical point of view, sxr.ee 
the experiment itself, and especially its evaluation, were not care- 
ful enough.

S.Aanezarski has published report about his telepathic e^rimyr.taJ /

Under Aar. czar ski's auspices, his pupil K.Jacfc complete- <3 a diploma' 
thesis with a theme close to parapsychology.

Proa her own initiative /possibly motivated by her 
interest in parapsychology/ ehe has passed a university course ir. 
hypnosis which she uses now in the treatment of : : alcohol- : r inker s . 

She made no public statement about parapsychology but she is - from 
all Polish scientists I know - most likely to make some positive 

contribution to parapsychology under present conditions. 

But, to sum up, the situation ir. Poland is little favourable 
to parapsychology. This is true in spite of the fact thet some arti- 
cles about parapsychology have been published in Polish press recent- 
ly - this being a few popular articles about Ossowiecky, and/ then 
mainly reports taken over from Russian press: mainly about Veuiliov'a 
and Naumov's experiments that received wide publicity in Aussie. ‘

detail/ seem to hove contributed ; to it. IVhen I waa tin. last tin# 
in Sofia /in summer 1966/ he informed me that he had -eon appointed 
director of a newly established "Institute for Suggo;; tology and Pa- 
rapsychology" in Sofia which ha was Just in the process of or li &Z JXi ^ i 
He has shown me a modest building in which the instil;., te was to 
situated, and told me that the institute waa to have about 15 to 5 C 
staff members, and that it waa understood that half v: the research 
tasks would have bearing upon parapsychology • ll 

The institute has meanwhile started its activity, but I a- 
not in the position to assess to what degree. Be it at it nay, Lo- 
zanov travels abroad to gather experience, and hie research expen- 
ses are paid by Bulgarian government. He attended Naumov's confer- 
ence in .Moscow, he was in Indiv, etc. : 

As concerns Lozsnov's parapsychological explore tiom perfected 
up to now, we could point first to his qualitative ofc.rorvaticns of 
a clairvoyant women, Variga, living in Petrie near the -reck frontier. 
These observations have bean reported On different occasions in Bul- 
garian newspapers and magazines. /Lozar.ov has stimulated the int r- 
est of some journalists who help him in this publicist ic activity ./

As concerns other Lozanov V work in the Afield: ul parapsycl.ol- 
ogy, he reported superficially about some experiments in which he 
succeeded to improve psi abilities in some subjects ir the leprotic 
stete. .'.ith one subject trained along, these linise .he B erf ormed, us 
he claims, a cignalieation experiment similar to f^’ assured identi- 
fication experiment.; The experimental arrangement .was th&f; <3* both 
sides of the subject /percipient/ telegraphic keys were placed, and 
the subject received telepathic signals to press these keys in such, 
an order which signalized, in the adopted code, a trar.s nittod sen- 
tence. The message was ten times repeated so as to ens.re the reli- 
ability of transmission. The transmission reportedly is-ceaoded also 
between two neighbouring rooms. But no detailed report about thee a 
experiments was published. According to one preliminary numerical 
statement given by Lozenoy, in one such experiment fro c ITida- tela- 
pathicslly transmitted signals to press one of the two keys 1215 
were corroctly received.
